Outside the alr was warm and sultry; 
inside the thermoineter was like the en- 
thusiasm of Cleveland's; friends-—at ble cd- 
heat. But no ons thought of tho beat. 
A Straggling Mass. 

Madison avenue, Twenty-sixth to Twen- 
ty-seventh streets and LTourth avenue 
were crowded as early as 6 oclock. It 
was a struggling mass of humanity push- 
ed like waves against « pile of rocks, in 
this instance being burly policemen who 
showed no favors, took no back. talk, sim- 
ply pushing people back until the man- 
agement saw fit to open the portals of 
the great hall. 

When the doors were opened the people 
overrode the police, clubs and all. They 
made one frantic rush for seats and in 
the remarkably short space of ten minutes 
all the room in the building that remain- 
ed vacant was the reserved seats on the 
platform ‘and the boxes.

They Listened to Cleveland. 


Mr. Cleveland began to speak in the midst 
of the noise and his voice could not be heard 
ten feet. from the platform. The people 
were not aware that he had begun and when 
it gradually dawned upon them that they 
weré losing the best part of the speech they 

uieted down and the tones of the ex-presi- 

ent were heard in every part of the house. 
He was listened to attentively and inter- 
rupted but seldom. Applause came at the 
end of his speech.

Mr. Cleveland’s Reply. 

Mr. Ghairman and Gentlemen—The mes- 
sage you deliver from the national democracy 
arouses within me emotions which would be 
well nigh overwhelming if I did not recognize 
here assembled the representatives of the 
great party who must share with me the re- 
sponsibility your mission invites.

DAVID LAMAR 


Torns Out to Be a Young Man of 
Brilliant Mind, 


WHO SHOULD BE TREATED WITH CARE. 


The Manner in Which He Scooped 
Down on Mobile 


AS A DASHING YOUNG FINANCIER, 


He Evolved Schemes and Displayed 8 
Number of Checks, but Filed 
All the Same. 


Mobile, Ala., July 20.—(Special.)}—Da- 
vid Lamar attempted a very brilliant game 
in Mobile in February of, this year, and it 
was blocked and his character ex 
in The Mobile Register of Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 20th. | 

A man named David Lamar arrived in 
Mobile about the 1st of February, claim- 
ing to hail from Chicago. He was accom- 
panied by his wife and lodged at the Bat- 
tle house where, by a display of money, 
he began to make acquaintances, particular- 
ly with real estate men, investors and 
others. 

His Gigantic Plans. 

To a few he unfolded a plan which con- 
templated nothing less than to scoop in 
the gas business, the electric lighting, the 
street railways and finally the - Battle 
house, and make a big combine of all these 
interests with a capital stock up in the 
millions. 

Boiled down to a sediment all parts of 
this scheme, except the bagging of the elec- 
tric lighting business, were based upon 
pure bluff, and were invented with no oth- 
er purpose than that of dazzling the minds 
of the electric light people and getting them 
to part with their property at a moderate 
figure. A proposition was made to Mr. A. 
K. Warren, president of the street rail- 
way company, that in consideration of $25,- 
000 he (Warren) was to go to New York 
city and there act as agent of the syndicate. 
He was to engage the services of a trust 
company there, Lamar depositing therein 
enough money to take up all the bonds, 
stock and certificates of indebtedness of 
the Mobile Street Railway Company, while 
Mr. Warren was to use all diligence in 
getting the holders of these securities to 
present them for payment, 

When all was in, or so much as would 
be required by law, the receivership of the 
road would be extinguished and the syndi- 
cate would take charge. Lamar proposed 
to squeeze Mr. 8S. S. Rubira, president of 
the gas company’ and of the Progress 
Electric Light Company of Mobile, by pur- 
chase of the Alabama Gas, Electric Light 
and Power Company’s franchise, a grant 
given by this city some years ago 
; : Olark and others 
of this city; next to threaten to put in 
a low bid against Mr. Rubira’s company 
for lighting the city, and let Mr. Rubira be 
well informed of these operations and final- 
ly to propose to purchase Mr, Rubira’s plant, 
hoping in this manner to stampede Mr. 
Rubira and scare him into selling at a 
sacrifice, 

Irvine Distrusted Him. 

To give the enterprise greater brilliancy, 
Mr. Lamar proposed, as another side 
issue, to purchase the Battle house and ex- 
pend $50,000 upon it in improvements, 
Had he had time to further amplify his 
scheme he would doubtless iave included in 
it a new theater, another clock for Mobile, 
and the completion of the Semmes monv- 
ment. 

LL. C. Irvine, a real estate broker of Mo- 
bile, was employed by Lamar as his 
agent. Irvine distrusted Lamar wh2n the 
brilliant financier began operations, by 
showing Mr. Irvine a check for $280,000, 
certified by the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Company, of St.. Louis, Mo. This check 
was in proper form, and the certification 
was apparently correct. Lamar éxplained 
that the check was in favor of David La- 
mar, trustee, and that it represented the 
money a numberof his frierids had rut in 
his hands as a starter for this great in- 
vestment. Mr. Irvine responded thit the 
check might be, and probably was, all 
right, but what would be more to the point, 
would be for some of Mr. Lamiar’s financial 
backers to appear on the scene and snp- 
port his statement. Lamar said that was 
all right. All he asked was that if m ten 
days’ time Mr. Irvine were not sutisied of 
his standing and the integrity of his in- 
tention, he (Irvine) was at liberty to meke 
all the inquiries he wished, but that mean- 
time he would go to Birmingnaim, Ala., 
and get identification from a parsy tuat 
Irvine and all others in Mobile would rec- 
ognize as substantial. Mr. Irvine then 
agreed to enter into a contract to act as 
Mr. Lamar’s agent here; to prepare bids 
and to aid Mr. Warren in securing the 


street railroad property. This sgrcement 


Pil'ans and 


Irvine was to draw yp a bid for lighting the

This was re by 
the city council, and when the bids for 
lighting the city were opt it was discov- 
ered t Lamar’s » made in Irvine's 
name, was not accompanied by the check. 
Steiner had got frightened and withdrew 
his $5,000e from Lamar’s custody. The 
next day Steiner left home, and Mr. 
Lamar departed for unknown, leaving 
a board bill of $1 id and due the 
Battle house. The report is that David La- 
mar is a noted e©e man and‘ has a 
bad record in many pafts of the country. 
His career was exposed®in the columns of 
The St. Louis Republic a$ that time for sim- 
ilar operations in Missouri. 

He Is Ne Good. 

Messrs. R. G. Dun & Co.’s agent in this 
city, Mr. Theodore H. ¢ , ib of 
lamar’s startlingly brilliant _ financial 
schemes, telegraphed to Mhicago in relation 
to him. At his first appearance, Lamar 
registered as W. W. mar, of Chicago 
and represented hi as a member o 
the park commission Of that city. In 
answer to the telegram of inquany. the 
Chicago branch of Dun-& Co. telegraphed: 

“In answer to urgent iaquiry as to W. W. 
Lamar, Lamar or Lawler, would say Chi- 
cago has no park commissioner of that 
name. W. W. Lamar, ‘7 or Lawler, 
unknown here.” 

Mail advices confirmed this dispatch. 
Then inquiry was forwarded as to the busi- 
ness of David Lamar, an answer came 
that David Lamar had@ desk room in a 
prominent office buil in Chicago, but 
was without business Standing,’ and was 
entirely unknown as @ Capitalist to any 
financial or mercantile institution in the 


city. 

Tile was next heard of some weeks 
after his escapade in Mobile at Montgomery.

AFFAIRS AT HOMESTEAD,

Homestead, Pa., July 20.—The statement 
made by General Snowden last evening 
that the troops will be kept here until the 
trouble is settled one way or the other has 
caused a profound sensation in Homestead.

OPENING OF THE PEOPLE'S CAMPAIGN 


Is Attended by an Audience of 


3,000 People. 


GENERAL FIELD COULD NOT ATTEND. 


Wid Predictions of Carrying States from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific—The 
Pight in Georgia. 


Vincennes, Ind., July 20.—(Special.)— 
The national campaign of the people's 
party was formally opened by an all-day 
meeting at the fair grounds. 

The attendance was about three thousand, 
not so large as the promoters of the affair 
expected. At the last moment all the rail- 
roads leading into Vincennes but one refus- 
ed to give rates, and the consequence was 
that many of the farmers from the sur- 
rounding country, who sympathize with the 
party, could not come. Another reason 
given for the attendance not being larger 
was that the farmers are right in the 
midst of harvesting and could not: leave 
their work to look after a political meeting. 

An Enthusiastic Crowd 

It was certainly a wonderfully enthusias- 
tic crowd. Vigo county sent a special 
delegation of five hundred on a special train 
and there was a large number of farmers 
along the line of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute road. Many of the leading lights 
of the new party, including General Weav- 
er, the candidate for president, Henry E. 
Taubeneck, chairman, and McRankins, 
of the national committee, Leroy 
Templeton, the candidate for gov- 
ernor of Indiana; Senator Robinson and 
Dr. C. A. Robinson, president of the 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Asgociation. 

Many of the grangers brought their wives 
and daughters, and there was a_ gice 
club from Oaktown and a band from Vin- 
cennes, 

The Exercises of the Day. 

At the morning meeting addresses were 
made by E. A. Riggins, Dr. Robinson and 
one or two others. 

The event of the day was the afternoon

General Weaver, who arrived in a car- 
riage accompanied by Mrs. Marion Todd, 
the eloquent. Michigan woman, was_receiy- 
éd with loud cheers. He was introduced 
to the meeting by Sam Williams, the lead- 
er of the third party in this county. Mr. 
Williams stated that General Weaver had, 
since he came to Vincennes, received tele 
grams from the Colorado and Nevada sil- 
ver leagues, in which the information was 
given that they had endorsed the Omaha 
ticket. 

General Weaver Speaks. 

The people’s party leader spoke for two 
hours, going over the entire platform 
adopted at Omaha, and defending every 
part of it. He also declared that he had 
never belonged to but two parties, the re 
publican and greenback parties; the latter 
of which is the same today as it was twen- 
ty years ago, except’ that it has been en- 
larged and improved, taking in all the in- 
terests of the country. He predicted as 
great a political upheaval this year as 
that which swept the old slave party from 
power in 1860. The general took a very 
roseate view of the situation of the coun- 
try, so far as the new party is concerned, 
but predicted the direst calamities if it 
did not succeed. His address was atten- 
tively listened to and frequently applauded. 

Mottoes on the Trees. 

Around the trees in the part of the fair 
grounds where the meeting was held sere 
humerous mottoes, some of which were 
quite significant. One read: “No Pinker- 
ton, no national banks, no monopoly, no 
force bill.” Another was: “The blood of 
the martyrs at Homestead cries out for 
vengeance at the polls.” Others that at- 
tracted attention were: “Lord Carnegie 
will not vote for Weaver and Field,” “A 
tariff is a tax, and the farmers pay it,” 
“Vote this year for Bessy and the baby.” 

When General Weaver had concluded his 
address, an appeal was made for funds to 
carry on the campaign, and more than one 
hundred dollars was subscribed in silver 
dollars, halves and quarters.

RIPPED IT UP THE BACK. 


Senator Vest’s Denuvciation of the Anti- 
Optien Bill. 

Washington, July 20.—The first two 
hours of the senate were -ovceupied today 
in ussion of the bill to permit the Pu- 
gallup Indians in the state of Washington 
to alien a portion of their lands in the 
neighbo of Tacoma. The matter 
was still under discussion when at 2 o’clock 
the anti-option bill came up as ed 
business. ; 

Mr. Vest assailed the measure as an 
undue stretch of the constitution, as an at- 
tempt on the part of co to exercise 
— powers within the states and as a 

lusion to farmers, whose interest he 
said it was masking. He declared -it tw 
be one of the most pernicious measures that 
had come before congress during fourteen 
years of his service. He w be com- 
pelled to give up every conviction he en: 
tertained as to public matters, as to the 
structure and anatomy of the government 
before he could give his sanction to the 
bill. He knew the aggressive and almost 
overpowering sentiment in some por 
tions of the country in its favor. He knew 
that explanation would be required in every 
farming community in the country — in 
which opposition was made to the bill, 
but he would rather explain his vote in 
every township in Missouri from now till 
the November election than put himself 
on record in favor of a bill about the un- 
constitutionality and vicious tendency of 
which he had not the slightest doubt. 
If he could vote for it he would support 
class legislation, as a rule, for he had 
seen no bill before the senate which in 
its web and woof contained so much of the 
essence of class legislation and nothing 
else as this bill did. 

Mr. Gray. asked Mr. Washburn whether, 
if he (not a farmer) undertook to sell an 
article ~which he possessed to be deélivered 
in the future he would be required, under 
this bill, before he could doso, to take out 
a license, to pay $2 for it, and to submit 
his books to the scrutiny of an internal 
revenue collector; and was all the business 
of the country to be in a like situation?

Mr. Vest went on with his argument 
against the bill. Mr. Vest produced and 
read a specimen of literature about the anti- 
option bill, a letter written by Mr. Whita- 
ker, a por packer, to a friend, asking him 
to send “night messages” to the southern 
senators on the aig committee— Messrs. 
Pugh, Coke, Vest and rge—urging 
them not to oppose the measure. The writer 
gave it as his opinion that “surely a little 
stretching of the constitution at this time 
will do no harm, and, quite the reverse, be 
a great benefit.” 

Mr. Vest predicted that the anti-option 
bill, if it should become a law, would, 
“like dead sea fruits, turn to ashes,” on 
agricultural a Its inevitable result would 
be to drive all trading in futures to foreigy 
countries, into Canada, Great ritain, 
Belgium and France. | 

Mr. Vest, in the course of further re 
marks, denounfed the bill as a “bold, wick- 
ed, legislative highwayman, booted and 
spurred,.”’ Other senators might find that 
they could, under some sort of excuse, vote 
for such a bill, ‘but he was unable to do 
so. It could not be amended, because it 
was vicious in principle. It was an attempt 
to meet the popular demand, but that de- 
mand was, in his judgment, not based on 
the real condition of affairs. 

Mr. Washburn defended the bill from 
some of Mr. Vest’s thrusts; and, as several 
other senators took part in the discussion, 
interest in the measure was-well maintained 
for over three hours. 

Mr. Daniel had the floor, and was argu- 
ing against it on somewhat the same lines 
as Mr. Vest had done, when the hour of 
adjournment came. e gave notice that 
he would move to strike out sections 12 
and 13. 

The bill was laid aside without action. A 
conference was ordered on the deficiency 
bill, and Messrs. Hale, Allison and Cock- 
rell were appointed conferees on the part 
of the senate.

cowardly in ‘the annals of crime. 

Last fall the newspapers of the state were 
full of the account of the murder of a Jew 
peddler at Unadilla. 

The murdered man’s body wes found in 


@ lonely wood where his assailant had left | 


him with a gaping gunshot wound in his 
head, and his pack and pockets were empty 
of their contents. Suspicion pointed to a 
negro who was last seen crossing the fields 
to head off the peddler and who had pur- 
chased and loaded cartridges at a country 
store evidently for the purpose. A negro 
was also seen in the act of drying a fhum- 
ber of bills at a fire in the woods, and it 
was known that the peddler had about sixty 
dollars in bills on his person shortly before 
he was killed. Rewards amounting to 
about six hundred dollars were offered, the 
Jewish community in Macon and Atlanta 
offering a fair sum and the governor of- 
fering $150. 

Detectives Patterson and Jenkins, of the 
Macon police force, took the matter up and 
have Caneraty followed every clue until 
at last it would seem that they have wound 
a@ chain round Redding, alias Lewis, from 
which he will find it difficult to escape. 

He it was who was drying the bills at the 
fire in the woods. He it was who bought 
the powder, the cartridges and the shot, the 
aumber of which corresponds exactly with 
the shot in the fence rail near which the 


body of the murdered peddler was found. 
Redding has confessed the murder to his 


partner, and that partuer is now safely lock- 
ed up in jail. 


He has also confessed to the murder of. 


@ negro near Jacksonville, Fla., about six 
months ago, and in this case the clever de- 
tectives have got the ‘dead wood on him.”

Ex-Prime Minister Crisp! in a recent 
article in The North American Review, 
on the situation in Italy, makes use of 
the following significant language:

There is, however, 
every indication that it is inevitable; and 
I do not, in looking around, see a single 
government in Europe strong enough to 
prevent it. The defeats of 1870, causing 
a hatred unforgotten in the course of 
years, are preparing the hour of revenge. 
And this feeling of revenge is not only 
directed against Germany, but also 
against those nations that did 
not then hasten to the aid 
of France. *** The Franco-Russian 


alliance is a danger to the liberty of 


Europe—France sought and obtained this 
alliance, not for the benefit of other na- 
tionalities, but for their detriment.” 

Such an opinion from one of the states- 
men of Europe, who testifies voluntarily 
and not even as an officer of bis govern- 
ment, is entitled to great weight, and we 
believe he is right in his predictions, and 
that the peace of the world is liable to 
be disturbed at any moment. What a 
war it will be when it comes! The 
approved and improved appliances for 
army and navy warfare are one of the 
wonders of the present day—they are har- 
nessing the lightning, to add its fury to 
the thunder of the cannon. It may not be 
the great Armageddon that the prophets 
say is still in the future, but it will be 
greater than any war that ever despoiled 
and devastated the world. 

Let us hope that the Italian statesman 
may be wrong, and that peace may con- 
tinue; even if we do hear as many bick- 
erings, heartburnings and minor troubles 
in peace as in war. One month of war in 
Europe, while it would help America, 
would cause more trouble and suffering 
than ten years of fussing over labor 
troubles and the minor troubles we have 
in peace times.

Patriotism in Wall Street, 


The definite failure of the house to pass 


the senate free coinage bill has given Wall 
street its cue. The banks in that region 
have already begun their campaign, The 
export of gold has been going on with 
more or less regularity for two or three 
years. A year ago a large number of 
foreign holders of American securities 
dumped them on the market and succeed- 
ed in drawing away sixty or seventy mil- 
lions of gold. 

The famine in Europe caused an ex- 
traordinary demand for American wheat, 
and the large exports of that cereal 
brought back a part of the gold that had 
been sent abroad. Since then Austria 
has adopted the single gold standard, and 
this has made necessary an accumulation 
of the yellow metal as a basis of her 
currency. Naturally this demand on the 
part of Austria has been felt in this coun- 
try, and in response to it there has been 
a small but steady outflow of gold for 
some time, 

There was no alarm in Wall street, for 
the outflow of gold has not been larger 
than usually happens at this season of 
the year;. but the moment the 
free coinage bill was definitely de 
feated, the banks began to hear noises in 
the air, and the financial columns of the 
New York newspapers began to respond 
to the alleged manifestations. 

All of a sudden the banks became 
highly patriotic, and they decided that 
it would be wrong to pay out gold in large 
amounts, It is to the credit of the New 
York financial writers that they see 
through this scheme and have made ap- 
propriate comments.

The Waycross Herald in its issue of 
last week indulges in some plain talk 
about its neighboring town of Jesup.

Our neighboring town of Jesup is making 
an unenviable recerd. Her reputation has 
extended far and wide as a community where 
a force bill of the kill-to-cure order has full 
sway, and where men are suffered to make 
their own laws and execute them without the 
superfluous intervention of a judicial tribu- 
nal.

(leadjy Winchester. The terrorism extends 
also towards white men whose presence is not 
wholly acceptable to the self-constituted guar- 
dians of public affairs, and several quiet, re- 
spectable white men have been notified to 
leave the town. Jesup has a very considerable 
number of intelligent, law-abiding citizens 
who should arise and, with a just indigna- 
tion, denounce such unlawful and dangerous 
acts and exhaust every remedy to bring the 
desperadoes to justice. Theré are but few of 
the latter, and they are well known and are 
becoming emboldened by their success. The 
fair fame of a civilized community is endan- 
gered, and unless speedy action is taken the 
prosperity ef the town will be destroyed. 
| Naturally, such publications attract at- 
tention, even outside of the state, and ‘The 
Charleston News and Courier warns its 
readers that other Jesups will be devel- 
oped in South Carolina and ‘elsewhere, if 
law-abiding citizens remain in the bavk- 
ground and permit lawless mvuthods to 
hold sway. 

Whether the factg presented by the 
Waycross paper are too highly coured or 
hot we are not prepared to sav. If they 
are correctly stated, then it goes withuut 
saying that a concerted effort shoukl be 
promptly made to re-establish the peace- 
ful and orderly course of justice ui ver 
the law, 

The south hag reached a pviat where 
she needs several millions of good, sub- 
stantial immigrants—people of intelli- 
gence and good morals, with cayitel ard 
enterprise. We need these people to sus- 
tain what we have already built up, and 
to give a new impetus t our material 
progress. Now, what is the first thing 
asked by this class of immigrants? They 
want to know if they will find here a 
peaceful, law-abiding sectiox. in whicl 
life, liberty and property will be amply 
protected. Unless we satisfy them on tat 
point, it is no use to talk to them about 
our rich natural resources and the pussi- 
bilities of our future.

August 26th is also the day for nominating 
a state senator. As yet no announcement has 
been made for the place. The contest for 
the nominations will be and are heated, and 
nearly every democrat in the county is work- 
ing for some friend. The Times-Recorder 
sums up as follows:

resenting the number of third partyites in the 
county is an unknown quantity, but it cer- 
tainly isn’t large, They claim to have more 
than is generally supposed, but judging from 
the meetings they have had the number is 
very few. At no third party gathering have 
there been more thanfifty avowed mem- 
bers of the party, but whether that figure 
represents the strength of the party or not 
cannot determin to a certainty. They 
claim mahy more, but the democrats will not 
admit that fifty is very much under the mark.

In summing up the legislative contest in 
Chatham, it is safe to say that it will be one 
of the liveliest, In many respects, ever held 
in the state. This contest has been frequent- 
ly referred to, but interest in it is deepening. 
There is now a trio of young men in the race 
who seem to be in the lead; there are one or 
two candidates put out by the laboring- men, 
there is but one of the old representatives 
offering for re-election, and there is now 
talk of a business-men’s ticket to be put out 
by taxpayers and merchants, who seem to be- 
lieve that they must send a representative 
ticket of this sort to the general assembly. 
The democratic primary promises to be full 
of interest. Leaving out the fact of a. close 
canvass between worthy and popular men 
there are the incidents of a new primary sys- 
tem to be tested. Elections are to be held 
in every militia district, and there is much 
interest in the new plan. It is predicted that 
a large vote will be thrown, and the day will 
be studied in all its aspects and results by 
good party men, 


There are constant inquiries, says The Sa- 
vannah Press, as to the manner in which the 
primary elections of next Monday will be 
conducted, and much misunderstanding and 
criticisms as a result of erroneous ideas that 
have gone abroad. In each district the elec- 
tion will be held at some suitable place se- 
lected by the members of the county executive 
committee from the district. The election 
will be under the direction of the district 
committeemen dcting as managers, with the 
same powers as at a general election. Two 
paid list-keepers will also be inside. Voters 
can be challenged and their votes refused if 
the managers consider it proper to do so. It 
is understood that all white democrats over 
twenty-one years of age, or who will be of 
age in time to vote at the general election, 
can vote at the primary, no matter whether 
they are registered or not. It is believed 
that under this system there will be no dis- 
satisfaction, although there are many who 
would ve preferred holding the election 
entirely at the courthouse, or at least so far 
as the four Savannah districts are concerned.

A whirlwind has sprung from Dr. Nor 
cross’s crusade against the houses of ill 
repute of the city, begun only a few days 
ago. 

It was but a slight breeze at first, but its 


proportions have grown wonderfully, and* 


now everybody who keeps abreast of the 
times is talking about the campaign against 
vice in low places. 

It's all the talk in police circles and in 
some other circles, too. The people 
against whom the fight is aimed are won- 
dering if they will have to seek fields green 
and pastures new, and are watching appre 
hensively for the blue coat with his notice 
to leave. 

The matter of dealing with this class, 
keeping them in proper bounds, and pre 
venting serious trouble and complaints, has 
always been one that puzzled the officers. 

The law is too plain to be misunderstood 
by them. They all understand it. Whether 
or not disreputable houses can legally exist 
has never been a question with them. 
They know well enough they cannot. But 
it has always been the ‘policy of the police 
board, which regulates the conduct of offi- 
cers, to allow the houses to exist 

Under Strict Police Surveillance. 


The question which does puzzle the police 
officers is whether or not they, knowing the 
law and knowing, too, the policy of the 
board and the general acceptation of the 
existing state of affairs, shouid enforce that 
law to the letter. 

The law, if oe etyy | enforced, woyld drive 
every disreputable house from the city. 
But other considerations weigh with the 
police board in dealing with the troublesome 
question, It is a body composed of Ohris- 
tian gentlemen, and without acknowledging 
that such houses are necessary evils, know 
that they are an evil which will exist. Af- 
ter adopting the strict policy concerning 
them, which now exists, they have been 
careful to see that no respectable communi- 
ty is annoyed with them. As soon as @

Of Water for the Manufacturers of the 
City After the New Waterworks 
Begin Operation. 


Atlanta’s manufacturers have long bees 
charged too high for the water they ‘con

No one hailed the coming of a new systen 
more than the manufacturers, because th 
increased supply would give them all they 
wanted and would enable the board of wa 
ter commissioners to provide a cheaper rate 
Several months ago the manufacturers seu 


a paper to the water board calling attentios 


to the high rate. The paper was referred t 


a committee with Mr. Aaron Haas chair 
man and that committee yesterday made 
its report to the water board. 


The report was: 

Your executive committee has for some time 
had under consideration a reduction of wate! 
rates to the manufacturers located in this 


ny, te go into effect when the new —

its bleachery, and deems it prudent to kuow 
the rates to be paid, in order that the enlarge 
ments of the petitioners, the Fulton Bag au¢

Believing that our manufacturers are similarly 
situated, and believing that low water rate 
will induce new ones to locate and operate 
here, we have carefully considered the subjeci | 
in all its bearings toward the manufacturing 
interests. 

Your superintendent, Mr. Richards, says it 
will cost 4 88-100 cents to pump into con 
sumption 1,000 gallons of water, when pump 
ing six million gallons per day. An increase 
of daily pumpage will decrease the cost per 
thousand lons; therefore aside of all othe 
considerations, it would seem to be good busi 
ness policy to offer to manufacturers every 
inducement possible to increase the consump 
tion of water. | 

In the cost, 4 88-100 cents per 1,000 gal 
lons, the superintendent has ineluded every 
expense connected with the water department 
and also the large sum of $63,000 per annum 
as interest on the city’s investment in the — 
water plant. This appears to be a wie al. 
lowance and would pay interest on $1,400, 
000 4 1-2 per cent bonds. 

Under the present scale of water rates el 
manufacturer using less than four hundre 
thousand gallons per month, pays 17 cents per 
1,000 ons, one using 600,000 gallons pays 
14 1-2 cents per 1,000 gall@ns. Those using 
1,000,000 gallons per month pay 12 9-10 cents 
per 1,000 gallons. This was considered a fair 
rate under present conditions, but happily 
with the completion of the new works these 
conditions will be materially changed; there- 
fore, your committee suggests the following 
scale of rates for manufacturers only, to ge 
into effect at the completion of the new works’

The City Taxes. 


Editor Constitution—I have read with in- 
terest the many articles and interviews in 
your columns, published recently. on the ques- 
tion of high taxes in this city.

' ‘Phe criminal hearing before Judge Lan- 
drum began about 6 o’clock in the after- 
noon. It was interrupted, however, by

Mr. David Lamar, the defendant in both 
of the cases, filed in the clerk’s office yes- 
terday morning his answer to the civil pro- 
ceedings.

Was no sooner out of the defendant’s mouth 
than Jonas, with his index finger, pointed 
to a gentleman who was passing along the 
street in a magnificent equipage, drawn by a 
dark gelding whose tail was banged in the 
latest fashion. The gentleman himself was 
flashily dressed in. handsome attire and pre- 
sent a stately appearance as he moved 
in majestic composure along the streets. 

“There goes Mr. Hall,’’ said he with a smack 
of admiration, “the Beau Brummell and Beau 
Nash of Atlanta society.’’ Jonas further 
protested that his employer was a@& man of 
great wealth and position and that his promi- 
nence as a social leader was of such a charac- 
ter that his stamp of approval or disapproval 
was sufficient to ostracise a man from society 
in both New York and Atlanta.

Washington, July 20.—The report of the

Cabinet ministers them- 
selvcs, as well as their subordinates, hold 
their places at the will of the president, and 
they, as well as all other men, may be re- 
cipients of executive power... Up to the ad- 
vent of Russell B. Harrison in the role of an 
infinential go-between, as the son of his 
father, the president, no member of a presi- 
dent’s family has taken part in the executive 
ndministration of the government. No statu- 
tory law exists prohibiting a member of the 
president’s family from soliciting favors from 
the department against his enemies or 
in favor of his friends, because hitherto no 
such law has been needed. But the impro- 
priety of such acts is too glaring and obvious 
to require any argument; and when appa- 
rentiv they pf&iss without eliciting reproof, 
presidential or paternal, it seems fitting that 
the representatives of the people should sfamp 
it with their condemnation: t may not Fe re. 
markable in a monarchy for the heir apparent 
to strive to Influence officiale. But in a re- 
public there being no heir apparent, the co- 
existence of facts warrant the conclusion 
that the president’s son, influential only in 
that capacity, is called upon to exert, and does 
exert, his influence for corporations dealing 
with a great department of the government, 
and that about the same time $5,000 of the 
stock of the same corporation is sought to be 
set aside for this same son, this coincidence

The next speaker introduced was Hon. 
W. A. Hemphill, mayor-of Atlanta. 

Mayor Hemphill spoke briefly, but never 
was a public address more appropriate or 
reodived’ ‘with more marked appreciation. 
He said when he woke this morning in 
the room he occupied in his old home in 
his boyhood? days, he was seized by a pe- 
culiarly pleasant sensation. As he looked 
out of the window that the sun shone 

with a brightness strikingly similar to 
that morning when he enrolled his name 
on the enlistment of the Troup Artillery: 
that the birds sang the same songs, and 
that the same deep blue sky that had 
smiled over classic Athens in 1861, was 
this morning with its spotless beauty in 
full view of his window. 

“All this brought back the feelings and 
memories of his youth and young man- 
hood, and he felt again as he did in those 
unsettled and threatening days. The 
speaker uttered each word with deep feel- 
ing, and the whole audience was stirred 
to emotion. He said many pleasant things 
of Athens and her people. Mr. Hemp- 
hill related in graphic style several remi- 
niseent stories of the Troup Artillery’s ser- 
vice in the war that met «a sympa- 
thetic cheer from his comrades. He named 
several of the bravest and best of Geor- 
gia’s soldiers, telling some of the history of 
their service, including quite a number of 
the present citizens of Athens. His speech 
was @nthusiastically applauded. 

Lieutenant John Lindsey of Wilkes, was 
then introduced, and made a most interest- 
ing and entertaining little speech, teeming 
with reminiscences: and graphic war stories. 

Colonel John O. Waddell told some most 
interesting war history and entertained the 
audience with a happy little speech. 

Captain H. H. Carlton, the brave and 
gallant soldier that commanded the Troup 
Artillery, was one of the most interesting 
of the sepakers. At the conclusion of his 
speech he presented the Third Georgia 
with an old confederate flag, tattered and 
torn by the bullets of a dozen battles, which 
was presented to the Troup Artillery by 
General Cobb on its organization, also a 
new battle flag by the ladies of Athens. 
Captain Keeting, of the Hawkins Zouaves, 
of the Ninth New York, who came all the 
way from Ohio to meet the Georgia vete- 
rans, was the next speaker. Captain Keet- 
ing’s regiment was the first one that ever 
engaged in fight with the Third Georgia, 
and these two regiments by some peculiar 
circumstances, met several times during 
the conflict. The speaker said that the 
northern soldiers entertained the warmest 
feelings for the confederate veterans and 
that the slurs and slings from one side to 
the other never came from the soldiers 
who met face to face on the field of battle, 
but from the extreme Tear paaee. 

Commodore Dexter, of Madison, was in- 
troduced and said he was proud to 
be a rebel ‘soldier and that he was proud 
to be a member of the Third Georgia.

The Constitution’s special crop reports 
are of more than usual interest this week. 
‘The effect of the heavy and continued 
tains causes much auxiety. The reports 
which follow throw much light on the 
situation: 
The Status in Tennessee. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 20.—(Special.)— 
During the first few days of the past weck, 
the continued rains greatly interfered with 
general farm work, and increased the dam- 
age already done to wheat and oats. During 


.», the latter part of the week, dry weather has 
revailed. 


Wheat threshing has been resumed, and 
ls. mow. general throughout the state. The 
wheat crop will fall somewhat short of 
what was anticipated early in the season, 
but the damage is not generally so great 
as was feared at the time of our report. 
The complaints that wheat has mildewed 
and sprouted in the shock are more general 
from the western counties. The damage to 
wheat is due, in great measure, to the 
indifferent manner in which it was shock- 
ed—not properly capped. 

Oats have also been damaged, but, as 
many farmers intend feeding this crop in the 
straw, the damage will not be felt so much 
as that done to wheat. 

Harly corn is. maturing well, and the 
= will be large. The late crop is grow- 
ng rapidly, but is greatly in need of dry 
weather so that it may be free from grass 
and weeds, which are fast taking posses- 
sion of the fields. In some sections the crop 
will-be much later than_usual, due to lack 
of proper cultivation. Work in this direc- 
tion has been resumed during the past few 
days, and is progressing rapidly. In Car- 
roll county, on the 15th, corn was slightly 
injured by high winds. 

e tobacco crop is growing rapidly. In 
several counties the excessive fains have 
caused the stalk to grow up too slender. 
In Robertson county much of the crop is 
injured by “Frenching,” and is badly in 
need of fair weather. 

Cotton has improved steadily during the 
past.few days, but is still small for the 
season, and grassy, being greatly in need 
of work. 

The early crop of Irish potatoes has been 
dug, and a large portion sold. The late 
crop is making splendid growth. Sweet 
potatoes are in excellent condition, and a 
g@od yield+js anticipated. 

Peanuts have improved slowly since last 
oo but are still suffering from the 
P ts of the recent rains. They are now 
being worked, and it is possible that a fair 
crop will be ‘made. 

fruits generally are inferior throughout 
the state. Apples and grapes continue to 
rot, and drop before ripening. 

astures are splendid, but stock, while 
in. good healthy condition, does not fatten 
ag pesel This is evidently due to the con- 

tious rain, having rendered the grass 
watery. Our reporter at Nunnelly reports 
that a few cows have died from the effects 
of some contagious disease at present un- 
known to him. Reports from Perry county 
show that cholera has again broken out 
among the hogs, and many are dying from 
the disease. J. B. 

The Arkansas Crop. 

Little Rock, Ark., July 20.—(Spectal.)— 
The temperature has averaged about 2 
flegrees per day below the normal. The 
orecipitation for the state has been about 
30 per cent of the normal amount, but 
very unevenly distributed, some localities 
reporting a large excess and others none at 
all. It has been in the form of local show- 
ers, which were not confined to any par- 
ticular part of the state. 

The weather has been generally cloudy, 
and this deficiency of sunshine has been 
detrimental to the cotton plant. 

Cotton has improved over what was re- 
“sting last week, though the change has 

een slight. In places where showers were 
frequent, the crop is grassy. It has also 
caused a rapid growth of stalk and not 
enough forms. Much blight is reported 
from portions of Jefferson county.

Wheat and oats all harvested, and a good 
yield reported. 

A large acreage of. field peas has heen 
sown this year, and they are reported in 
excellent condition.

The Virginia Keyport. 


Lynchburg, Va. July 20.—(Special.)— 
The temperature during the last seven days 
has averaged about 2 degrees daily, below 
the normal for the season, but this is 
largely due to the low temperature of Sun- 
day and Monday, as the first five days were 
warm and generally slightly above the nor- 
mal. 

The amount of sunshine ha§ been gen- 
erally above the normal average. 

The rainfall during the past seven days 
has varied from little or none, to about 
two and a half inches, and that has been 
in the nature of light to heavy local show- 
ers and thunder storms, and some of the 
latter have been injurious by reason of 
heavy, washing rains. In the extreme 
southwestern sections the rains have been 
favorable to growing crops; around 
Slem there was ho rain and _ the 
drought is becoming somewhat severe and 
gardens, pastures and upland corn are suf- 
fering for rain; in Pitsylvania county the 
present conditions are favorable, but pre- 
vious continued rains have been somewhat 
injurious to tobacco, while the wheat and 
oat crops are said to be the finest for years. 
Bedford, Campbell and Ambherst counties 
have had only light local showers, and 
good rains are needed for growing crops. 
Staunton ses no rain, and crops and 

ardens suffering by drought. In Rock- 
ingham county a pnt # thunder shower on 
the 11th did considerable damage by wash- 
ing corn land, while to the northward only 
light local showers occurred and all crops 
need rain. Report from Manassas state 
that during the past four weeks there has 
been only enough rain to lay the dust, 
corn is suffering and the second crop of 
potatoes has failed to sprout; in Fairfax 


‘county the drought is also becoming severe, 


and pastures are nearly dried up. Hano- 
ver, Powhatan and Nottoway counties also 
report drought becoming severe. Peters- 
burg reports 2.01 inches rainfall, and con- 
ditions favorable while Richmond only had 
0.26 rainfall and more is needed. Warsaw, 
Richmond county, reports favorable weath- 
er, though rain is now needed, while in 
Middlesex county the conditions’ have been 
very favorable. In Surry, Isle of Wight, 
and Norfolk counties heavy thunder show- 
ers caused some damage by washing, while 
otherwise the crops have been benefited, 
From Birdsnest, Northampton county, the 
report shows favorable conditions, and 
corn and sweet agg are doing well. 

The oat and hay crops are nearly har- 
vested and average fair to good. at 
re 107 gor has ee in progress and the 
yield and quality are erally reported 
good. With favorable reine mers sg corn 
and tobacco crops promise well.

The Crops in Mississippi. 


University, Miss., July 2C.—(Special.)— 
During the week there was a continuation 
of the rainy weather of the week preceding. 
The total rainfall was about as great and 
more generally distributed. Not more than 
one-fifth the normal sunshine was experi- 
encad The go 2 nga averaged higher 
than the week before and was but little be 
low normal. 

Rain fell on at least five out of seven 
days at most places in the state, being 
heaviest in the north and east. 

The immediate effects of these conditions 
have been quite disheartening. Many small- 
er streams have flooded their bottoms and 
the larger streams have been full. In the 
valleys of the upper Tombigbee, the Noxu- 
bee, Tallahatchie, Big Black, Chunky, 
Pearl, and other streams lowlands sufiered 
severely. In the overflowed bottoms of sev- 
eral of these streams it is probable that the 
loss of planted crops will be almost unprec- 
edented. : 

While the overflowed lands have thus avf- 
fered, nearly all farm work 1488s been stopped 
on the uplands, and the growth of crops Eas 
been far from satisfactory. Corn and cot: 


ton have made large folinge, but 
are very’ deficient in fruit. On 
corn just . blooming the number 


of stalks without ears is remarkable. Corn 

at this stage is further injured by the wash- 

ing out o lien. Young corn on :nlands 
romises well where it had due cultivation 
fore the rains began. 

Cotton is making a rank ‘ogee where it 
has not been drowned out by standing wa- 
ter, and has been properly work2i. The 
fruitage is small as compared with tho size 
or the stalk. 

Other field crops, peas, sorghum, sugar 
cane, nuts and potatoes, not having 
reach maturity, are having a _ vigorous 
growth. Garden vegetables, melons and ri- 
pening fruits have been very largely injured.

Corn on 
the river bottoms is late, but very promis 
ing. Great apprehension was felt at one 
time that it would be destroyed by flouds, 
but the streams have receded within their 
banks, barely reaching “the crops in the 
lowest bottoms. 

Rice—The rice crop has been slightly in- 
jured by incessant rains and lack of sun- 
shine, causing it to change color; and in 
many places, for want of cultivation, it has 
been injured by weeds. 

Tobacco—The crop has been injured by 
the continued wet weather. Some of it has 
been harvested, and more of it is ready for 
cutting, but cannot be until the weather 
settles. 

Potatoes, sorghum and sugarcane are very 
fine, and have not been injured py the un- 
favorable weather. 

The farmers are somewhat depressed by 


the unfavorable seasons of the st few 
weeks, but they still have much to en- 
courage them.

ALL THE FACTS EXONERATED HIM, 


And Judge Orr Says the Case Should

Two young women so much alike that 
but for the disparity in their years, they 
could not have been told one from the oth- 
er, and two nice bokiag, well dressed young 
men found the center of a sensational trial 
in Justice Orr’s court all day yesterday. 

The younger of the two women was de- 
cidedly pretty and the gaze of the unusual- 
ly large crowd of spectators which throng- 
ed the courtroom wes frequently turned in 
her direction. The elder was her coun- 
terpart and the only difference in her ap- 
pearance was the result of age. 

They sat on different sides of the court- 
room, facing each other; and by their sides 
sat their yeung husbands. But the staring 
looks that passed between the two young 
women were not at all sister like. 

The two women were Mrs. Henry Flour- 
noy and Mrs. John 8S. Allen. Their ap 
pearance in cour Was due to 

A Charge of Assault. 
to rape which Imd been made by Mrs. 
Flournoy, the dder sister, against John 
Allen, her sisters husband. 

A warrant alleging the assault was 
sworn out several days ago by Henry 
Flournoy, husbard of the injured woman. 
Flournoy is quite a young man, his age be- 
ing about twentf-one. He states that on 
the evening of July 4th last he returned 
home from the dty where he had been 
spending the day; and found his wife great- 
ly disturbed in mind over something that 
had taken place during his absence. She 
had been alone all day and she told her 
husband that John Allen, her brother-iu- 
law, came to the house in the forenoon of 
July 4th and came into her room. He 
was unduly familiar and made an indecent 

roposition to’her. She became stoutly in- 

igant, but he persisted and finally offered 
violence, laying hanis on her person. She 
resisted more stoutly than ever and finally 
he desisted. When he left the house he 
told her to go and tell his wife to prepare 
dinner for him by noon as he would be at 
home at that time. She did this and re- 
mained at her sister’s for dinner. After 
dinner the trio, Allen, his wife and sister- 
in-law, sang a number of Sunday school 


songs. 

When she told her story to her husband 
he was very indignant and at once swore 
out a warrant against Allen for criminal 
assault. Allen was arrested by Bailiff 
Raysor, of Judge Orr’s court, on Monday, 
but gave bond pending a preliminary hear- 
ing of the case. 

e preliminary hearing began yester- 
day morning before Judge Orr and occu- 
pied the entire day. The little courtroom was
